CABINET MET IN SPECIAL SESSION.

ontod to Spain having boon practically settled upon yesterday. It is 


stilted that the tost of the note will not be made public now, though 


probably a brief official outline will be'given out this afternoon, 


ELEVEN HUNDRED WORDS. 


The paper prepared by Secretary Day as the answer of the 


United State to Spain's peace proposal as laid before the cabinet to- 


day, contained 1,100 words. It is now understood that the presi- 


dent and a majority of the cabinet are in favor of the retention of a i 


coaling station at Manila and the exercise practically of the same 


bovoreign authority over the city and port as that exercised by Groat 


J5ritain at Hong Kong. This it is believed will be the final result of 


today's meeting. A commission will probably be suggested to carry 
into execution certain governrnoutil reforms which this government, 


it is believed, will insist upon. 


The cabinet adjourned at one p. m. As to the Philippines it 


was decided to leave their government open for the present, to bo 


determined later by a commission to be appointed by the two conn- 


trios, tho United States in the meanwhile to exercise control and 


jurisdiction ovor Manila, its harbors and immediately surrounding 
territory. The answer of the United Statos will be handed to tho 


French Ambassador at two o'clock this afternoon, when a complete 


statement, though not the text of our answer, will be made public. 


CONDITIONS IN SHORT. 


With regard to other questions than the Philippines the situa- 


tion is as stated yesterday:

It is understood that the commission is to have charge of the 


entire question of terms of peace on condition, however, that the 
Spanish troops remove immediately from Cuba and Porto Rico, and 


that the United States shall have one of the Ladrono Islands.
